ments, who were on the east and west 
Bidcft of t.he s<]tinre, luaiiitaiiied a coii- 
tiiiuoUK lire, hold iii^; tin; cuciiiy at liay, 
whilo a charge of cav alry and the lire 
from the guns at the llnsheen zareba, 
checked the onslaiiKlit nf the Arabs, 
which once threat piuhI a rcrious disa.s- 
tor to the British. 

General Gnihiiin rpimricd tlie I'^iia-

Ureal damage wa-s done the_ trans- 
port inatorial yesterday (Sunday morn- 
ing). The guards and artillery have 
been sent to reinforci* the tro(i|is at- 
tacked. The wdiole Hrilisii force re- 
mained in th(^ lleiii iluiiiig the iiif'lu. 
The camels and mules were hiinislruiin 
by the Arabs. Ai-ab.s are .scattered 
about in the whole vicinity intercept- 
ing tlie native fugitives. The ap])i'ar- 
anco and yells of the Arabs w.i.s so sud- 
den that the whole assembhi'.:!: of trans- 
port ftniinals, mixed with the natives, 
lieoame panic slrickeii and isurire<l into 
the zaroba making resisi<;nci; liopele.s.s.

The Jlndeu 
dowas swarmed from the busli like 
niagic and attacked the zardia licrcely 
on all sides. The Soudanese coolies 
were mistaken fertile enemy and nniny 

4 were killed by thfiir friendtt The Berk 
ahirc rcgiraetit and the marines stooil 
firm and cool, and fired volley after 
volley into the ranks of ilm enemy. 
The naval brigade, inside the ziireba, 
aUo opened hot tire, The Indian troojis 

' held their own gallantly as soon as 
they were able to close the pquarc. The 
Arabs were eventually unabbi to stand 
the musketry fire, and disappeared as 
. they came. 

Sl'akem, March 23. -The Onards at 
an early hour this morning wt^re sent 
to the zareba erected after the b.Tttle 
yesterday by Gen. McNeill, Lo render 
nssislanco.

Hriliah Columbia is acknowledged to 
possL'ss the fnu'.st and mildest cliujato in 
Canada. , Tlie wiatura are brief and, near 
the coaat, vory mild. Tho cold weather 
is fthiort in duration, seldom lasting more 
than a'woei! or two and tho thermometer 
scldi in or nevor reaches zero, lu the in- 
tcriiM- it in iiluch colder, but thoro, also, 
it does not last very long. Our aoil is 
<,'(i(id, in many places e.xceptimially rich. 
On VaiiciiuvLT Island there aro largo 
arable tracts still uno.xplorod and on the 
luainlaiid there are numerous valloys 
■whuae fertility would amply reward the 
hushiuidniau. It i.^ claimed that all 
varieties of fruit could bo raibed here, 
ovou poaches and grapes. Near I he coast 
and on the iai.iiid the hardier fruits attain 
great piM'fectiiiii and all kinds of farm 
jjioduce are raised. The market frr tho 
prodtiotion of the farm is good, the supply 
at present not being at all equal to tho 
demaiiil. The coat of living is probably 
a little higliiT than in tho Norlhweat. 
I>oitrd uuil lui.!yniii \ \i \'ictoria niiiy bo had 
for from $0 a Wffk upwards.

"At the time wheu this country waa wait- 
ing in liuxioua expectation to know tho fiite 
of thia illiistriouH man, when a feeling of 
niiguiab was wringing the heart of ovi^ry 
jierwDM in tlio country, from the Sovereign 
with her toiidrr heart in the [)alaee (cheers) 
to the humblest citizen in his cottage., tbe 
prime niiiii.ster, with a light hi-art, and dur- 
ing those three days of aiixiuiiH (expectation, 
enjoyed tho aiuu.someul of a rollicking fiirco 
(groans) at a aeooiid-rato place of entertain- 
ment. (Laugliter). Tho jirimo miniater 
said he did not care to take notice of Buob 
reflections (laughter); but Nero said the 
same thing, and Nero fiddled whon Homo 
■was in flamea. (Cbeera). Recollect, bo 
Baid, that Nero wns a pagan and a princo — 
nil outrage to humanity and the scorn of 
tho world. Jfr. (jiadstoue, however, waa 
n Christian iniiiiater. (No, no.) He liken- 
ed tliia conduct to that of M. Emile Oliver, 
■who fifteen yeiUH ago, told tho French peo- 
ple, before tliu disnstrona war with Germany, 
that he nnilertook tho war with a light heart. 
But thia light heart coat France ita honor, 
many hundred luilliuus of money, and 
thouaands upon thousandH of livos of ita 
citizunu. "

but it is trno. 

THE AVl'llOPRIATKL) PROVINCES 

Alsace and Lorraine, according to a re- 
cent correspondent, are as persistent in 
their refusal to become German as thoy 
were ton years ago, when tho wounds of 
the war were fresh. In Alaaco, where tho 
'majority of tlio people have Oermaii 
iiainea and apoak tho German language, 
tho feeling aijainat tho conqueror is much 
at roiiger than In Lorraine, whero French 
is the dominant tongue and mosbftf tho 
families are of oure French lineage. Re- 
ligious diBaunaions amcmir tho Lorraine 
came near leading to tho defeat of tho 
deputy from Moti, but no such discord ia 
allowed-to intui'forQ with tho solid front 
which the Alsatians present to the Ger- 
mADB. They toach their children to hate 
tbu coaquerora and the lattet retaliate by 
harsh and arbitrary exorcise of power. 
Tho bo.tt obsorvora declare that both 
proviricps are simply waiting for the day 
whon Germany shall bucomo invi>lvod, to 
ttirow ciir the yoke which years have not 
made Icsa galling. Tho German occupa- 
tion of theae provincoa is tho host proof of 
the failure of any acbemo of government 
which outragea tho syminithiea of the peo- 
ple. The Oiirman ipllieiala have been 
rigidly impartial in their treatment of tho 
rrei'ob, but tliey huvo shown no consid- 
eration for the feelings of the conquered 
and no desire to cultivate tho good-will of 
tho people. With leaa of Gorman fana- 
ticism and more of ordinary human i.a- 
ture, they ought in the years which have 
elapsed aincu the war to have made aoitio 
flight, progri^s in trauaforming tho the 
two provi;i<;e,8 into German territory.

Outside of thuae who are reaideiita of 
tho upper part of the mainland, or v.liii 
have made a tour over the lino of the 
railway conatruction in Uritish C'oluiabin, 
there aro few in the province who really 
have a knowledge of the great extent of 
work that ia being carried on in railway 
building and the immenao sunia that art- 
being constantly expended in the progresia 
of^the work. Knowing that a description 
of the line and tho scenery along its 
route, the character of the work and the 
progress made during the past year would 
be interesting to our readers, a represen- 
tative of The Coluitiat was denutod to 
make a tour of the road and furnish ita 
readers with auch a deseri[)t i'.ui. It will 
bo seen that a wm-k of the gri-aie.Hl mag 
nitudo baa been carried on by the luier 
getic contractor, i\lr. .Vndrew Oiiilordoiik, 
in a manner that, is highly crodiiablo to 
that u'entleman, and pliei^.i him in a front 
rank aa a aucceaafiil railw;iy builder. The 
ditbeultioa to bo overcome have boon 
enormoUB, i)ut they have been auoceaa- 
fuUy overcome, and a line iif r.ulv.ay 
made tiirough a country, iuai,oiili<i ii(l\- 
niguod and grand beyond descripticui. It 
will no doubt prove tho popular route of 
travel for tourists, for inpwheve in ilu' 
world could such a varied exMent of 
scenery be met with. l''rnni the pUMaant 
prospect of the land at I'ltt .Me:tdi»-i 
and the lower FraHor, aiol then lUi t lir.' igh 
the mountains along the latter rivi^r and 
tho Thompaoii emptying from Kamloops 
Lakf, there ia an eVer-chaiiging p.inonuntt 
of beauty and grandeur. 

Starting fmni Victoria on buiuil lli.' 
fine steamer I'rincesa Loiii.se, llu' r.'Ule is 
through the liver charming sce.in'ry of the 
atraita, islands and gulf to Now West- 
minster. Taking stage at the Koyal ciiy. 
Port Aloody Is reached m quick time aoil 
the fine terrainal wharf and e.xtensivi- 
storehouses are noted, with the little ata 
tion and the several miloa nf ,siilc-i rack. 
The ateamer Kiipbrati^a is uidoadnig syii 
dicate ateel rails at the wharf.

Hatzic river, emptying from the like 
of the same name, winds ita way through 
an immonse deposit of mud and la 
croased by a trestle bridge 1,500 feet in 
length. Wo paas lialea' ranch winch fol 
Iowa the river front for about three iniles 
and then croaa four in mntaiii siicuns 
spanned by pony trusa bridgof and rmh 
past Common Blulf, tho track cut out 
from tho side of a high mountain of 
rock. 

At Nicoinin, -10 miles from Port iMomly, 
wo partake of breakfast at the refresh 
meiit room kept by Frank Hoyce, and ob- 
tain aomu delicious mountain trout and 
a very aubatanlird meal, a surprise on a 
conatruction line. A cou|ilo of inilea from 
Nicomin we pass through the ConniKJii 
Indian reserve and then tliriiiigh d'-ep 
cuta until Squakiiii Lako ia reacheil, where 
a great deal of lilling in has been dnm.. 
There is an abundance of good ballast 
hero and a fine roadbed either way is a 
conaequenco. In a few minutes Harri 
son Lako ia readied, tlu; roadbed built 
along its ahoro, for tho most p.irt cut out 
of solid rock. The lako ia about a mile 
long surrounded on all aides by moun- 
tains and is

Tho lake ia emptied by 1 f arriauii river at 
tho south end, and ia spanned by a llowi^ 
trusa bridge of live spans, a total length 
of 700 foot.

tains on both sides. A trestle erosse.'^ Sea 
iiird slough OIIO feet in length, and iiu- 
iiiediately following is a long trestle cross- 
ing the dry bed of a stream, which will also 
be tilled. Several smaller trestles will be 
treated in tho same way. 

itnby crook atutiou ia 68 miles from Port 
Mooily. The stroam is crossed by double 
inteiaectiou bridge, aud at tho end of the 
valley is tho secoud tunnel out out of tho 
granitic mountain.

Tho 
work is doiH! better and of course with 
l.;re.iter expedition. It can thus be aoen 
what an iinineiise saving in time and 
money this sin^.h- iiiacliiiiu baa been in 
t he i;i iiistructiijii of the road, on accotiiit 
of the iMiormoU.s number of wood bridges 
and trestle work required. The tirahor is 
taken to th.o machino on wooden rollers 
and t.aken away by the .same moans, work 
biiiiig eoiiKliintlj' 111 -viiig. A few niin- 
iiles only aro reipiiriul iu changing tho 
madiiiie ■ from ties to guard raila. Tile 
big', are aawn by doiilde circular aawa, 
lower and upper, with Ifoo teeth. Tlioro 
ia a bnli wheel for hauling the logs 
fr.iiii the lake, with J inch atoele cable, 
and plaiMiig theoi ivlonnaide tho carriiiige, 
on which tlii; logs are canted by friction 
caiit.>ear in a few aeconda. The carriage 
ia aiipplicd with patent set gear and ia 
driven by }. inch ateel cable, wdiich ia at- 
tached underneath to a spiral drum, 
grooviul for the cable, which [laaaea round, 
and draws the carriage to and from thb 
saw very rapidly. The log ia made fast 
on the carriage by brace doga, in a few 
aecondh the carriage ia set in motion and 
ia constantly .so until tho primeval log is 
converted into the. deairod size of sipuiro 
timber The log train ia coiiatantly C'lm- 
iiig III fnmi the woods with fresh Hupidies 
of timber. All bridge timbers aro furnished 
from this mill, the average cut daily, be- 
ing .')0,000 foot, though ns high as 70,000 
has been cut. ( )iie scantling machino and 
two buitiiig-olf saws are also in use, all 
refuse liiinberaiid slabs aro cut into wood 
for eiiginea which is at once loaded on cars 
and taken to p .iiiia on the road. The 
timber is taken from the saws on a tmin-

There is a 
machine also for framing Howe truss 
bridges. This sawmill probably does 
more work daily than any other of its size 
on thia coast, everything being 
dono by machinery, men only being 
employed to ruu thom. < Sixty men are em- 
ployed altogetbot at the'iniU and. on the 
logging train, tho whole being under tho 
practical directiuu of " Mr. W. H. Chase. 
The mill is situated on Texas lake, a protty 
Utile sheet of water, tho men boarding in 
the eouipiiny's boarding houBOS, and living 
in little bouses scattered around the mill.

Komarbable Succcsn by Irrl^tlon. 

lAtlnnta CoiLstitution.) 
At the recent meeting of the cn.silago 
congress, in New York, ^Ir. A. N. Colo, 
of Wcllsville, in that state, told somo re- 
markable stories of his success in farming. 
Ho ignores phosphoric acid, ammonia, 
potash and other standard fertilizers, and 
regards pure water as a cure for every 
agricidtural ill. t'olo has constructed a 
laice on top of a hill, and the water is eon- 
ducted from this by means of subter- 
ranean pipes to tho roots of his plants. It 
is said that the world never saw such 
plants as this .system of irrigation pro- 
duces. Strawberries tho sizo of peachM, 
and peas tlio size of frost grapes fn pods 
si-x and seven inches long are among the 
results. 

It is objected that vegetables produced 
by Mr, Cole's system will bo lacking in 
substance, and of a conrsn, watery llavor, 
caused by too much acid and too little 
sun, but there seems to be no doubt that 
great size can be attainctl by the products 
of this liberal irrigation. As big vege- 
tables are in demand, and bring fine ijrices 
it is likely that many farmers will follow 
Colo's methods.

Tho InjurlouB effect produce<l by illu- 
minating gas is due, according to Grube's 
researches, not to the continuanee of its 
action, but to its concentration, or the 
percentage of it in the air. It is asserted 
that air containing tivo parts in 10,000 can 
bo breathed by men and animals for 
hours, and even days, without any in- 
jury to the health; from seven to eight 
parts in 10,000 cause indisposition; twenty 
parts cause dilllcult breathing, loss of 
power, and uncertainty of motion; with 
twenty to forty parts drowsiness begins, 
and, when there is still more carbonic o.\- 
ido in the air, the poisoning is attondcd 
with violent symptoms; brain and spinal 
column are especially affected, cramps 
seize the victim, yet he may recover If 
brought quickly into f rcah air. Breathing 
air heavily charged with carbonic oxido 
for a-long'timo may likowiso cause death.

Why Country Ijiils Sucoood,

One great source of culture in the coun- 
try are tho evenings, and it is not impos- 
siblo that much of tho succesa In 
life that has attended boys, country 
born and bred, with limited early oppor- 
tunities, is largely due to the fact that 
ovonluRS weru devoted to intelicelual cul- 
ture. Tho isolation of a country luimo 
leads to this tar laoro than tho homes in 
a city, where entertainments and amuse- 
ments of all kinds from Ilio dime museum 
to the opera, or from tho skat- 
ing rink to a Lowell iusliluto lec- 
ture, attract the family to out- 
Bido festivities. In fact tho quiet evening 
at home is almost unknown in city life. 
Through ail grades of society — tlirougli 
tho circles of culture, fashion, midille 
class or lower life — runs this tendency to 
such evening entertainment oul-sido the 
homo. 

In fact, to an inerea.sing number of 
people, there is no home life, in the former 
acceptation of the term.

A new light has been thrown upon the 
Bowago question in England, and it is now 
believed that the discharge of the im- 
mon.se sowuj^o of Loudon into tlio Thames 
is tiio best disposition that coukl bo made 
of it.

The 
west coiists of lOugland and Scutland, to 

produce 4 per cent of the catch of tish u1: 
Great BriUdn, tho waters of the Nortli .sea 
and tho English channel supplying tho 
rest. 

The cau.se of this exceptional fertility 
of tho Ush in the soutli and east is sui>- 
poaod to bo-an abundant food supply It 
is ovidont from tho constitution ot tho llsh 
themselves that they attain from somo- 
thiug or somriwhoro considerable cinauti- 
ties of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and pot- 
ash in excess of what is obtidncd in sea 
water. Those uro precisely th(! ingredi- 
ents which are found valuable in sewage 
used as manure, and which rc^storo the 
fertility of exhausted soils. Hence It is 
concluded that tho enormous quantities of 
Bowago which aro- poured into the Tliamcs 
are not wasted, but aro must proiitably 
used in converting It into an immcn.se 
spawning and feeding bed for tlie lish 
which swarm into tho neighboring sciia
